TID-BITS 


The FCC has issued-a Notice of Proposed Rule=making, Docket 17377, 
to change amateur identification rules, The amendments require 
transmission or call signs of both stations only at the end of a 
contact. At other required identification points, the call of the 
transmitting station alone would be enough. Thus, the proposed 
rule would appear to legalize tafil-ending. Also stations operating 
portable or mobile would need to transmit only the cal! area 
numeral instead of the exact location. The deadiine for comment 

is June 30, 1967. | | 


URECHSREKSHS 


According to present information, the only two standard time stations 
directly broadcasting the internationally recognized unit of time 
(the atomic second) according to a coordinated system are the 
Natfonal Bureau of Standards WWVB at Fort Collins, Colorado and 
station DCF77, at Mainflingen, West Germany, operated by the 

German Post Office, Both stations use the Stepped Atomic Time 

System in which the pulses are one atomic second apart and the 
carrier frequencies remain constant at their nominal value.

The NASA=Marshall Space Flight Center has asked industry for pro- 
posals on a study to determine the feasibility of developing large 
television broadcast satellites to be launched as manned or unmanned 
Saturn V payloads, Such satellites might be capable of broadcasting 
directiy to home receivers. It is thought that such broadcasts 
would require only minor receiver modifications and specialized 
antennas.

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WALTER BRADLEY MARTIN, W3QV 
December, 19035 = April, 1967 


The amateur radfo fraternity in general and Phil-Mont in particular 
lost one of its best known and most respected members with the 
passing of Brad Martin on April 24, 1967. 


A lifelong resident of the Abington Township area, Brad was equally 
well known fn both amateur and commerical radio. A former Director 
of ARRL, he had been continuously active in amateur radio for over 
50 years, Most recently Brad had been active on 75 meter CW and 

10 meter phone, where his monitoring of "the Phil-Mont frequency" 
of 29,493 mc was legendary. 


One of the founders of the Old York Road Amateur Radio Club, Brad 
was also instrumental in providing impetus to the growth of 
Phil-Mont, in recognition of which he was voted the Outstanding 
Member in 1954, In 1964 W3QV received the only Honorary Membership 
every presented by the club. _ | 


Before and during World War II Brad served in the United States 
Navy at various duty stations in both the United States and the 
Pacific Theatre. After his retirement from the Navy, with the rank 
of Captain, USNR, he took up dutfes with the Communications Depart- 
ment of Montgomery County (Pa.) where he worked on system develop-~ 
ment and maintenance until his retirement in 1964, 


Between the time of his retirement and his death, Brad continued 
to experiment and expand on his already vast knowledge of radio. 
Many of his later projects involved transistors and their applica- 
tion to amateur radio. Must recently Brad was working on a new 
receiver for use fin our Channel 1 repeater. 


Always quick to help and slow to criticize, the Dean of Channel 1 
will be sorely missed by his mahy friends in amateur radio.
